HIGH PRICES FOR RARE COIN. 
Sale of the Third Part of the Montague 
Enzlish Collection. 

The third portion of the collection of 
English coins made by the late Mr. Hy- 
man Montague has just been sold in 
London, the sale taking seven days and 
bringing in $43,919. The first two 
portions of the English collection had 
fetched $19,408, while the Greek coins 
sold for $44,884, and the Roman _ gold 
coins $65,000. The gem of this sale 
was the Juxon medal, for which $3,850 
was obtained. Among the other coins 
that brought high prices were a ryal 
of Mary I., the Queen standing in a 
ship holding a sword and sceptre, $210; 


unique specimens of the coinage of 
Charles L, and the Commonwealth. The 
Oxford silver pattern crown, with the 
king on tatectack., brought $640; a 
siege piece, the Pontefract unity, 
600; another, a Scarborough silver

HOW OLD IS NIAGARA ? 


Abeut Thirty Theusand Years is the 
Scientific Estimate. 

The Niagara River, which had first 
been a strait joining Lake Erie to the 
Ontarian Gulf, gradually became a wide, 
shallow, rapid stream, and then, as the 
waters of the lower lakes subsided, its 
bed narrowed and its fall increased to 
420 feet. But the river was soon great- 
ly enlarged. The land was rising to 
the north of Ontario as well, and ulti- 
mately the outlet from Lake Huron to 
the Ottawa Valley was blocked, and the 
surplus ‘waters of the three greatest 
lakes flowed by their present course to 
Lake Erie, and therce to the Niagara 
River. With the continued rise of the 
land, especially toward the east of On- 
tario, the water level rose until it at- 
tained its present elevation, and the 
fall of the river between the two lakes 
was reduced to the present 360 feet. Can 
dates be assigned to these events? The 
first estimate of the age of Niagara 
River was given by Ellicott over a cen- 
tury ago at 55,400 years; Blakewell, in 
1830, gave 12,000; Lyell’s estimate of 


to | 85,000 was accepted for many years af- 


ter 1841, but recent writers, using the 
mean rates of recession during forty- 
eight years as determined by surveys, 
make the value 9,009 years. Dr. Spencer 
has made a_ new and careful computa- 
tion of the age of Niagara River and 
falls. He shows that the recent esti- 
mates have not taken into account the 
various changes that have occurred in 
the fall and volume of the river. His 


calculations result in a value nearly 
that of Lyell's. 
Dr. Spencer believes the Ni iagara Riv- 
er was formed 
32,000 YEARS AGO, 
and that 1,000 years iater the falls 
were in existence. For 17,200 ‘years 
their height was about 200 feet; there- 
after the water fell 420 feet. Seven 
thousand eight hundred years ago the 
drainage of Lakes Superior, Michigan 
and Huron first flowed through the Ni- 
agara gorge, and 3,000 years ago the 
waters rose in Lake Ontario until the 
level reached that of to-day. The falls, 
then, are 31,000 years old. This esti- 
mate, calculated from the rate of eros- 
ion, is confirmed by another made from 
the terrestrial movements. Two deduc- 
tions may be given—one as t6 the past, 
— other concerning the future. The 
came into existence after the 
ara epoch, and Niagara after the 
akes, and calculations based on the 
mean rate of rise of the beaches in the 
earlier period of the lakes’ history | ©° 
show that the close of the ice age may 
safely be placed at 50,000 years ago. As 
to the future: With the present rate 
of calculated terrestrial uplift in the 
Niagara district, and the rate of re- 
cession of the falls continued, or even 
doubled, before the cataract shall have 
reached the Devonian escarpment = at 
Buffalo, that limestone barrier shall 
have been raised so high as to turn the 
waters of the upper lakes into the Mis- 
sissippi drainage by way of Chicago. 
a elevation of 60 feet at the outlet 
Lake Erie would bring the rocky 
foot of the channel as high as_ the 
Chicago divide, and an elevation of 70 
“feet would completely divert the drain- 
age. This would require 5,000 to 6,000 
years at the estimated rate of terres- 
trial elevation.

Millions of Betlars Are Are Being Yearly Ex- 
pended in New Construction. 

In construction and vastness of pro- 
e Great Britain continues to lead 

the world. She has appropriated for her 
navy this year $160,205,100, which ex- 
ceeds th eoriginal estimates of the pre- 
ceding year by $15,000,000, and those of 
1894 by $21,000,000. The policy of push- 
ing all work to an early completion is 
to be vigorously carried out. The new 
veasels authorized comprise five battle- 
ships, four first-class cruisers, three sec- 
ond-class cruisers, six third-class cruis- 
ers, and twenty-eight torpedo boats of 
the thirty-knot type, eight of which 
were ordered before the estimates were | 
submitted. Three battleships one first- 
class cruiser, and one third-class cruis- 
er are to be built at tie navy yards, 
and the remainder will be built by con-

The development of this has been in- 
terfered with from year to year ow- 
ing to the failure of the French Par- 
liament to make the necessary appropri- 
ations. Tbe total programme, when 
carried out will cost the Government 
about $170,000,000, which distributed 
over ten years will really amount to 
@ yearly increase of $2,000,000 over the 
present annual expenditures. 

Germany’s naval programme includes 
one first-class battleship, five first-class 
cruisers, and a large fleet of torpedo 
boats, to cost $13,000,000. In the next 
three months she will lay down in ad- 
dition to this programme, three battle- 
ships to cost between five and six mil- 
lion dollars each, and seven cruisers, to 
cost $1,500,000 to $3,200,000 each. 

The Czar’s naval programme has been

ANCIENT LOCKS. 


Egyptians Used Them Made of Wood Fear 
Thousand Years Ago. 

A lock which goes back 4,000 years 
is a curiosity indeed. The lock in ques- 
tion is an Bgyptian one, and is made 
of wood, as is the key. In spite of 
this fact, however, the model on which 
it works is exactly the same as that 
with which we are familiar. 

A staple was fixed on one side of 
the door to which the lock was fast- 
ened, and into it a wooden bolt fixed 
to the door itself was fitted. When 
the bolt was pushed into the staple it 
liberated three pins in the upper part, 
which dropped into holes in the bolt 
and k the door locked, for it was 
impossible to move the bolt until the 
pins had been lifted. This was ac- 
complished by the key—a straight piece 
of wood at the end of which are three 
pegs which lifted the ees in exactly 
the same way as the levers do in a} 
modern lock.

RAISING BREAD IN WINTER. 


“Much has been said about how to 


make bread, but we hear very tittle 
said about raising it; this, however, is 
as important a part of bread baking as 


setting the sponge,’’ says a writer in 
an exchange. 

“In the summer we do not have to 
give it so much attention, but in the 
winter @ great dea! of care must be 
taken. Generatly we set our yeast over 
night and mix our bread the next 
Inorning. Now if we set our yeast 
in the evening previous to baking our 
bread, we should take care that it is 
kept in as warm a place as possible dur- 
ing the night. If one has a reservoir 
they may put their yeast on that, pro- 
viding it is not too hot, for this wou'd 
Some do not let their 
rise enough so as to raise the 
'read quickly. I set a gallon crock half 
tu.l at night and as soon, the next 
morning, as it is full I mix my bread 
up stiff. Before I do this I sift my 
four in my pan, set it on the back of 
the stove and keep stirring it up from 


the bottom with my hands. I do ‘this 
) untal the flour is warmed through. 1 
then put in the salt, holipw out a place 
in the canter and pour in my yeast. This 
I mix;whth as much warm water as 
think wild make all the bread I want. 

“The next thing to do is to set it in 
a Warm place to rise. This means more 
athan it seems, for the mosi difficu!t 
art has now come. This is the way 

manage my bread, and I most a:ways 
have from eight to ten loaves baked by 
noon. I have four bricks, either in the 
oven or on top of the stove, to heat 
white I mix my bread. After mixing 
nm, I pace it in a greased pan large 
enough to have plenty of room to rise, 
Pace my hot bricks on a box near the 
stove; if they are too hot [put a few 
sina pieces of sticks cn them, and place 
my bread pan on thus. 

“Next, I take a iarge baking pan, 
warm it in the oven and get it quite 
warm and place it, upside down, over 
my bread pan: also have ready a warm 
cloth, quite heavy, which cover the 
Whole with. This will not let the heat 
escape, and the bread will not be affect- 
éd by draughts from open doors. I 
work my bread down twice, and when 
it rises the third time I make ‘oaves, 
set them on the warm bricks, cover all 
over and [et rise until light enough to 
bake. Some who read may think this 
nonsense, but just give it a trial and 
See.”

French Country Cake.—The country 
cake, which is made in every French

four eggs with the yeast and mik. 
Sugar and fruit are added to the yeast, 
but only very iittie of either. | The 
dough is made so soft as to be aimost 
a batter. It is set to rise in buttered 
tins. 
ed over with eggs and milk. 

French Four Quarter Cake.—Four 
eggs, the same weight of fleur, dried 
and sifted, a quarter of a pound of but- 
ter and half as much lard, and a salt- 
spoonful of salt. A pinch of soda dis- 
solved in a little lemon joice, and 
enough ice water to enable you to roll 
out the paste to ha’f an inch thick. 
Butter a mould, sugar it well, pour in 
the mixture, bake it more thanan hour. 
Flavor to taste. 

White Cake—Nice for eating with 
je-ly or fruit. Two ounces of butter, 
two of sugar, the whites of three eggs 
beaten to. a stiff froth, and a teacup- 
fu. of fine flour into whict half a tea- 
spoonful of baking flour has been rub- 
bed. Add a ltittie miik if necessary. 
Bake in a moderate oven, and in the 
top. Flavour eitker with lemon juice 
of 'emon essence. 


Grandmother’s Shortcake.—One pound 
of f-our, dried and sifted, quarter pound 
of butter and ha‘f as much lard, salt- 


spoonful of salt. A pinch of soda dis- 
soived in a little lemon juice, and 
enough ice water to enalie you to roll 
out the paste to haf an inch thick. 
Cut into squares, bake in a quick oven 
to a light brown. Serve hot. 


Mik Bread is often acceptable as a 
change. Stir two ounces of me!ted but- 
ter, enough flour to make a light bat- 
ter, and a pinch of sat into half a tea- 
cupful of compressed yeast. Let it 
rise for half an hour, then werk in 
enough flour to make a rather soft 
dough, knead for twenty minutes, set 
to rise again for two or three hours. 
Mik bread dries more quickly than any 
other, and therefore needs to be kept 
covered. 


Light (®reakfast Rolls. Set two 
pounds of flour, and mix in a pinch of 
salt, two tablespocnfuls of dissolved lard 
or butter, an ounce of creamed yeast, 
and a pit of warm milk. Knead the 
dough well, and iet it rise; for an early 
breakfast, and where an even tempera- 
ment can be maintained, the dough may 
be set to rise over night, and made up 
as soon as the oven is hot enough to 
bake, but two hours’ “rising,’’ or even 
less, will be enuugh for rolis when good 
yeast is used. tall out the pieces of 
dough very lightly, fold them over like 
turnovers, brushing over the upper sur- 
face with milk or dissolved butter. 


_Comiort Tea Cakes.—Put into a basin 
two pounds of dry flour and half a 
teaspoonful of galt, a quarter of a 
pound of fresh butter is then ‘tightly 
rubbed into it. Then add four ounces 
of brown sugar, a smalil teaspoon of 
spice, two ounces of shred ‘emon peel, 
four ounces of picked and “‘p!umped’” 
sait and raisins. An ounce of com- 
pressed yeast is mixed smeothiy to a 
cream with a little luke-warm water, 
and then stirred into a pint of mick also 
slightly warm. Make a hole in the 
dough, pour in the liquid, mix the whole 
lightly together, knead it for ten min- 
utes, after tLis cover the basin with 
a clotL, and set it in 3 warm place to 
rise. After a coup’e of hours it will 
have trelted in size. Divide it into por- 
tions; these are rolled out, brushed over 
with egg and miik. and baked in a fair- 
ly hot oven. Bake twenty minutes, 
they should be beautifully brown and 
light. The same amount of dough 
wou'd make two nice Joaves.. By gour- 
‘ing the quantities of the ingredients 
and the yeast, adding a little more 
butter and a coupe of beaten eggs, you 
can have a batch of excetlent luncheon 
cakes. 


Sunshine Cake. Beat the whites of 
ten eggs stiff, and add graduaily one 
and a ha‘f cupfuls of sugar. Beat 
thoroughiy the yokes of six eggs, and 
add a ihalfspoonful of lemon extract. 
Fotd in one cupful of fine flour in which 


has been mixed a pinch of sa‘t and a 
teaspoonful of cream tartar. Do n@ 
beat or stir the flour, but fold it in gen- 
t2y with a spoon. Bake in a moderate 
oven for fifty minutes. Put a boited 
frosting on this cake. Bot! one cup- 
ful of fine granulated sugar and one- 
half cupful of water until it threads. 
Pour the syrup very slowly into the 
beaten whites of three eggs, beating 
all the time, flavor with vanilla, aud 
beat until thick enough to spread.

SOO CANAL STATISTICS. 
Returns have been received of the 
season’s business at the Canadian ‘‘Soo” 
canal, which has closed down for the 


year. For the year 5.137 vesseis locked 
through, carrying 4,577,397 tens of 
freight. The tota) freight through 


both the Canadian and American ‘‘Soos’’ 
is ‘arger than last year by one million 
and’a half tons. The freight paid was 
$15,000,000, and the va‘ue at least $200,- 
000,000. There was an average of eich- 
ty-four vesse’s using the canals every 
twenty-four hours. The cargoes have 
been increasing in size, and 70,000 
bushels of wheat is now an average 
load, or 2,606 tons of coal. There has 
been an abundance of water in the 
cana’s, 8o that the same risk was not 
taken which might have caused troule 
on the St. Lawrence cana’s through 
overloading. While there seems to 
have been a failiag off in the grain 
boats, the difference is more than made 
up by the increased carriage of coai.

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HOME-CURED HAMS. 

As this is the butchering seasH, J 
will give my recipe for sugar curing 
hams and bacon on what is called the 
“ten-day plan,” says a writer in Prair- 
ie Farmer. I greatly prefer this plan 
to the one I used for over thirty years 
of curing in sweet pickle. The advan- 
tages of this plan are: “First, it is 
cheaper, as it does not require atight 
barrel, but we cure the meat in a sugur 


The tops of the tins are brush-| 6@rrel which cost but five cents; sec- 


ond, the meat is cured in about ten 
days, ready for smoking,’ and can then 
be put away and will give no further 
trouble, and, third, I find that cured 
by this pian it is always right—neither 
too salt nor fresh, and always Keeps; 
if the rule is followed in every. detail 
every piece will be cured the same. 
The plan of curing is as follows: Rub 
the meat with a little salt when first 
cut up, and Jay it on a bench or table 
to cool, and for the blood to drain 
from it; in two days begin the curing 
process. Weigh the meat, or, if it is 
not convenient to weigh ail, weigh two 
or three average-sized pieces and es- 
timate the weight of the balance. 
For each 100 pounds’ weigh four 
pounds of salt salt and two pounds 
of sugar. I prefer granulated sugar, 
as it will mix with the salt more per- 
fectly than the soft sugars. Some add 
an ounce of saltpetre, but I prefer to 
omit it. Next divide your salt and 
sugar into three equal parts by weight 
or measure and rub one-third of it on 
the meat, rubbing it well in where the 
bone has been cut off, and on all the 
flesh part, pack in a sugar barrel and 
leave it three days; then take the meat 


out and rub with another third, begin- | ed 


ning with the pieces that were on top, 
so as to get them into the bottom of the 
barrel, for the bottom pieces will get 
a little more salt from the drip. In 
three days take up the meat and use 
the last of the salt and sugar, observ- 
ing the same rule in packing it, 
three days more makes it ready to 
smoke. As soon as well smoked, put 
it away for summer.) My plan of keep- 
ing smoked meat for the summer is to 
put it in paper flour sacks and hang 
it to the rafters in an attic. To pre- 
vent the grease from soaking through 
the bags, we put cut hay in the bot- 
tom for the ham to rest upon, and wrap 
the pieces well in old newspapers. The 
stacks are impervious to flies, and the 
pant always comes out in good condi- 
lon. 

A reader asks for|an article on re- 
lieving choked cattle, but as in fifty 
years’ experience on the farm I have 
never had an anima! choke, I haye noth- 
ing toe offer on the subject. I feed 
several hundred bushels of roots each 
winter, and never cut them, as I find 
it useless labor, and I think cattle are 
quite likely to choke when eating roots 
cut into triangular pieces of all sizes; 
but they will never choke on whole 
beets, as they bite out small mouthfuls 
from them and do not take two pieces 
in the mouth at once. Many of the 
beets this year weigh from eight to 
twelve pounds each; and the cows eat 
thém without trouble. 

Doubtless many of our readers are 
caught with shock corn still unhusked, 
and there is no more disagreeable work 
than husking corn from the. shock in 
Winter, as standing on frozen ground 
makes the feet cold, and when the frost 
comes out the mud is deep and sticky. 
To all who still have corn standing out 
in shocks I would say make a long sled 
and bring the corn tothe Barn to husk. 
If you have a. barn floor you can fillit, 
and if you have not, either buy or rent 
some lumber and make a temporary 
shed at the south!end of the barn; 
you will only need a roof, for you 
can build a wall of) fodder ai the ends 
to keep the winds out and husk in the 
middle. It will not take a large shed 
to hold 100 shocks, and with even half 
this amount in, you will have work 
for one or two rainy days, when the 
fodder will be soft and nice/ to handle, 
and the weather warm and comfortable 
to work. There is always atime at 
the beginning of a thaw when shock 
corn can be drawn in comfortably, and 
one can keep warm at this work when 
he would suffer with cold if husking 
in the field. I would rather husk three 
shocks in a comfortable dry shed on 
A warm, rainy day, or protected from 
the: wind with the sun shining on me, 
than one shock out in the wind, stand- 
ing on frozen ground or in cold mud. 
I have often rented lumber for tempo- 
riry purposes at about ten cents per 
109 feet a month. |The lumber dealers 
usually have some cull lumber that 
is light to handle, and while not fit 
for permanent work, is just as good 
as any for atemporary job. I rent 
nearly every spring from to 1,000 
feet of lumber for a month to cover 
my sweet potato beds. We usuaily 
get all of our corn husked before win- 
ter sets in, but if not we do nottry 
to husk in the field, but bring it to 
the barn. I can put in from 100 to 
i50 shocks at once. Even during the 
pleasant fall weather we always keep 
a day's husking or more in the barn, 
so as not to lose the rainy days. Some- 
times the fodder gets so dry that a 
large per cent. of the blades and husks 
will break off and waste if husked in 
the field, and when this -is the case 
we tear down the shocks at night and 
spread themout and then intheearly 
morning, while the fodder is tough, we 
draw it to the barn and husk it, where 
all the blades and husks can be saved. 


THE WINTER WATER SUPPLY. 


To the man with the winter dairy, 
or even the man who mitks his cows 
well into the winter and eommences 
again in early spring, the matter of a 
good supply of water,’ and at hand 
where the cows can drink without let

or hindrance is a most important ele-- 


ment in the cheap production of milk. 
When one thinks that the article of 
milk is 87 per cent water—aften more 
in city dairies—the importance of pro- 
viding the cow with an abundant sup- 
ply of water is apparent, for she in 
addition to the twenty-four quarts of 
water put into the two pails of milk, 
must have enough to provide for all 
of the functions of nature. Water is 
the great dissolvent that makes al! 
food fluid, so that the acids of ferment 


can get at and digest the food and 
ieee it along in the channels of assi- 
milation, and how often it is that one 
notices about absolute indifference on 


the 


part of the owner in aee tha’ 
the water facilities of the ming yard 
are even i - Next to a good 
comfortable stable we count the water 


supply second in importance, and ye 
in civilized communities we know of 
cows that are comrelled to go a mile 
in all kinds of weather to get water 
at a river, and not a few dairies but 
deem themselves fortunate if seer 
Can get achance to drink throug 
holes cut in the ice of a common frog 
pond. We hold that one of the most 
valuable things ever introduced about 
our stables was the piping of the wa- 
ter from the well to the stable, and 
putting in drinking facilities, so that 
the cows can drink at any time, lit- 
tle and often as they desire, as the 
Sequel showed. Where one has a tank 

water in the barn, fixed so it will 
not freeze, and has drinking basins 
So that the cows need not be removed 
from the stalls to get a drink, the 
ease connected with the care of cows, 
and the better thrift and condition 
they will be in, alone peys for the 
small expense. My own experience is 
where cows can have water at their 
command, and drink small amounts at 
a time, as they will at 50 degrees, 
there is no gain made in warming the 
Water, for the cows will not gorge them- 
Selves with cold water, as when they 
can only drink once a day, and in pierc- 
Ing coid weather, not that often al- 
ways. A whole chapter could be writ- 
ten along this line, but we hope that 
all our readers have already fixed for 
the winter watering of their cows, in 
a way that will not only afford com- 
fort to man and beast, but enhance 
the thrift of the cows, and largely in- 
crease their product.

CIVIL DEATH. 


4 Serious Question That May Come Up ia 
She Case of a Life Prisoner. 


The fact that in Buffalo a woman, 

who was married a few years ago, re 
cently contracted a second legal mar- 
riage, though the first husband was 
alive, and the ties of marriage had not 
been severed by a judicial decree of di- 
vorce, has called public attention to a 
not generally knowy peculiarity of the 
law. 
' The statutes of New York provide 
that the penalty of life imprisonment 
shall involve civil death for the felon 
sentenced to it. This means thet he 
shall be deprived of his civil rights, par- 
ticularly property rights and the 
rights resulting from family relations, 
as if he were actually dead. Civil death 
takes from the person upon whom this 
punishment has been inflicted all that 
he owned and transfers it to those whe 
would have received it if he had died be- 
fore his conviction. It affects his con- 
tract rights in the same manner as phy- 
sical death. He cannot, in this legal 
condition, become an heir, or er ens ct 
perty by bequest. The law deprives him 
of the legal righte of a parent. If he 
has a wife she may consider her mar- 
riage legally dissolved, as if he were 
dead, and contract another marriage. 

Civil death was known to the Romaa 
law, and this term, according to Black- 
stone, was applied to certain con- 
ditions in England, It is also known 
to the French law and to the statutes 
of a number of States. But there are 
some doubts about the exact scope and 
legal effects.of the penalty. A life con- 
vict may be pardoned. That would cer- 
tainly not disturb or in any way affect 
property rights or new marri rela- 
tions that been establis as 8 
consequence of the civil death. But 
could not the wife of a pardoned life 
convict, in case she had not contracted 
another marriage, claim the legal righta' 
connected with the marriage relation? 
It is believed that this question m 
be answered in the affirmative, and i 
would therefore appear that the ex-con- 
vict, though he were civilly dead dur- 
ing the term of his imprisonment, is 
still bound by his former relations if 
he has not been released therefrom by 
an act not of his own doing. e 

_It would seem that the law in acase 
like the one to which reference was 
made ought to require a judicial disso- 
lution of the former marr before i 
authorizes the wife or the husband 
@ person aentenced life imprison- 
ment to contract a new marriage.

A LOST RIVER. 
Evidences of It Feund at the Conflucnee 
ef Two Streams. 

The recent discovery of an oak tree, 
two or three feet in diameter, 50 feet 
below the surface, while sinking a well 
with a drill at the confluence of the On- 
eida and Seneca Rivers, is an important 
discovery. It indicates that the Oneida 
River was at one time the outlet of an 


immense volume of water, and opens up- 


to our readers very interesting geolog- 
ical conjectures. 

_ The theory would seem to be plaus- 
ible that the Oneida River was once the 
outlet of the great chain of lakes. One 
is reminded tbat Lake Ontario is 334 
feet lower than Lake Erie. Three Riv- 
ers is 115 feet higber than Lake On- 
tario at Oswego. A great depression 
bus taken place, unquestionably in con- 
ditions immediately connected with 
Lake Ontario. It has apparently sub- 
sided several hundred feet, while the 
Oneida River has been ratsed up so that 
to-day it is 115 feet uigner than, the 
surface of the waters of Lake Ontario. 

The waters {rem the great chain of 
lakes must have passed from Lake On- 
tario south through the valley where 
the Oswego River now runs, a reversal 
of the present course of that river. | At 
the confluence of the Oneida with the 
Oswego, this great volume of water 
made its way eastward through the On- 
eida River to the Mohawk and Hud- 
son Rivers. The Mobawk Valley shows 
plainly thai it was a great waier course 
at one period, and the discovery of the 
buried timber at Three Rivers proves 
conclusively that the water bed of ithe 
Oneida was at one period at least 50 
feet lewer than it now is, and perhaps 
100 to 150 feet lower. 

It is even asserted that the shores 
of Lake Ontario were once located as 
far south as Baldwinsville, N.Y.; thence 
the course of the shore bas been traced 
through Cayuga, Wayne, Monroe, and 
adjacent counties. This condiiton shows 
if correct, that the whole region, in- 
cluding Schroeppel,Clay,Cicero and por- 
tions of Madison County was at one
